Belle Glade city employees 
to get 5% pay raise

Employees in the City of 
Belle Glade will take home a 
fatter paycheck beginning in 
October, according to Finance 
Director Bill Underwood. 

City commissioners agreed to 
give employees a five percent 
pay raise in this year's budget. 
Cost-of-living raises were-not 
given last year because the city 
could not afford the pay 
increases. 

An increase in property 
assessments has helped the 
city to have more money this 
year, according to Mr. Under- 
wood. Property assessments 
went up for the first time in 
five years, giving the city an 
approximate $90,000 more in 
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revenue. 

The millage rate will remain 
9.4057 percent per $1,000 of 
taxable property vale, the same 
as last year, but homeowners 
could pay as much as 7.7 per- 
cent more in taxes if their 
home is valued higher than 
last year. 

City officials also voted Mon- 
day night to provide early 
retirement options to officers at 
the police department. They 
voted two weeks ago to offer 
the same package to city 
employees. 

Commissicner Steve Weeks 
opposed the early retirement, 
saying.he feared many good 
employees would take the 
option to retire early, leaving 
the city without their expertise. 


Bethea charged in 
Gene Redd death

Bethea lost control of his 
1982 Corvette on a curve when 
he was east bound on SR 717. 
He crashed into the 1980 Maz-

Mr. Bethea was taken by 
Trauma Hawk to St. Mary's 
Hospital. Mr. Redd died at the 
scene. 

Gene Redd was the store 
manager at Paul's Parts in 
Belle Glade for nine years 
before his death. He is survived 


by his wife, Marietta and two _ 


children. 

Police took Mr. Bethea to the 
Palm Beach County Jail in 
Belle Glade. Bond was set at 
$5,000.

А message from Congressman 
Alcee Hastings 

When I ran for Congress, I vowed to attack the 
budget deficit. After I was elected, people told 
me that when I went to Washington I was going 
to make tough choices. They must have had the 
President's budget reconqiliation package in 
mind. 

The development of the final budget was not a 
simple process. Try to imagine nearly six hun- 
dred individuals developing one master solution 
to the nation's most crippling dilemma. You end 
up with nearly six hundred different strategies. 
There were many battles -- and I was among the 
fighters. 

From day one I sought to protect Social Secu- 
rity, Medicare, and small business development 
from the scalpel. But I also realized that in keep- 
ing with my original promise to trim the deficit, 
some sacrifices had to be made. 

How, I wondered, upon first examining the 
package, could I support a proposal that will 
increase taxes and cut the sacred Florida-promi- 
nent Medicare program? As I studied the pack- 
age further, and watched the Conference 
Committee iron out the details of the final ver- 
sion, I realized that the brave thing to do was to 
vote for the Clinton plan. 

While I did receive many complaints from con- 
stituents, I realized that this, the largest deficit 
reduction package in history, provides many 
valuable benefits for Florida. 

In Florida, 257,000 children are currently pro- 
vided with pre-school immunizations Бу the 
Medicaid program. 

With the passage of the President's package, 
an additional 200,000 children will be reached, 
thereby doubling the number of indigent chil- 
dren protected from disease. Similarly, with the 
passage of the package 1,482,166 more Floridi- 
ans will receive Food Stamps under the $2.5 bil- 
lion Mickey Leland Child hunger program. 

Florida will receive $624 million over four 

years for schools and children's programs 
as the Child Preservation Act. 
. This program will address the growing inci- 
dence of child abuse and neglect by providing 
early intervention and preventive services, mak- 
ing improvements in the foster care, adoption 
and child welfare systems. It will also improve 
the quality of services available to children who 
must be removed from their homes. 

The Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC) will 
reward work with an expanded refundable tax 
credit for low-income employees. 

The $20.8 billion EITC program will help lift 
many families out of poverty by allowing an 
adjustment in benefits for family size, while still. 
extending assistance to childless workers, and 
simplifying the qualification process for full-level 
benefits. 
`The EITC will provide tax rebates for working 
people earning less than $27,000. Under the 
Clinton: plan, over ten million working families 
with children nationwide will receive a tax cred- 
it. The EITC is pro-work and pro-family. 

THe House-Senate compromise plan will raise

the threshold on which Social Security benefits - 


are taxed. An earlier version called for taxing 85 
percent of Social Security benefits for individu- 
als with incomes over $25,000 and couples over 
$32,000. 

I, along with the Florida delegation, fought 
long and hard to raise that threshold to $34,000

distressed communities. ] 

The ' package also permanently extends the 
low-income housing éredit. In the past, this tax 
credit contributed to the development of more 
than 420,000 rental apartments for families 
earning less than 60 percent of the median 
income e. This permanent extension will have 
the dual effect of encouraging even more devel- 
opment and creating new jobs. 

However, I am still very concerned about cuts - 
to the Medicare program. The burden placed on 
the hospitals where most of the patients are 
Medicare beneficiaries (South Florida has many * 
of these hospitals) is too severe. 

The repercussion of dramatic cuts will be felt 
by the hospitals who will shift the burden on to 
non-Medicare patients. This is unacceptable. , 
Therefcre, when Congress returns from the sum- 
mer recess, I will seek a legislative remedy to 
ease the suffering of the high Medicare hospitals 
and protect individual patients. 

And contrary to the naysayers, the package 
does contain hard-hitting spending cuts. 

These cuts come from all areas of the govern- 
ment, but a few examples include: $125 billion in 
military spending over five years, $11 billion in 
federal administrative costs, $1.2 billion in sub- / ) 
sidies for nuclear waste utilities, and more than 
$1 billion by eliminating waste in public housing 
programs. 

For every $10 of deficit reduction, more than 
$5 comes from spending cuts, and $4 comes from 
taxes from the most well-off. That means that 
less than $1 (10 percent) comes from taxes on 
anyone who makes less than $115,000. And we 
will trim nearly $500 billion from our national 
debt over five years. ! 

The revenue will be placed in the Federal 
Deficit Reduction Turst Fund and will not be 
spent on anything other than healing our deficit. 

I would like to say to those who opposed the 
package, there was no alternative. To fulfill my 
campaign pledge to reduce the deficit and pro- 
tect the interest of my people, I had to make the 
choice which I know may alienate some voters. If 
they choose not to support me next year, that is Л 
their prerogative. 

Do I think the proposal is perfect? Certainly 
not, and believe me, when F return in September 
the leadership will hear more about the needs of 
thc 23rd District of Florida.
